व केंद्रीय फलोत्पादन संस्था (0॥-) या सर्व योजनांचे एकत्रिकरण करुन एकात्मिक फलोत्पादन विकास अभियान 
(Mission for Integrated Development of Horticulture) राबविण्याचा निर्णय घेतला आहे. त्यानुसार राज्यात 
राबविला जाणाऱ्या राष्ट्रीय फलोत्पादन अभियानाचा समावेश एकात्मिक फलोत्पादन विकास अभियानात झालेला

तसेच रुपये ५३९१.६९ लाख रक्कमेचा स्पील ओव्हर/कमीटेड कार्यक्रम अज्ञा एकूण रुपये १७८१४.१२ लाख 
रकमेच्या वार्षिक आराखडयास संदर्भाधीन क्रमांक 3 च्या पत्रान्वये केंद्र शासनाने मंजूरी दिली आहे. त्यामुळे
